ANTS AS FIGHTERS. 


THE TINY WARRIORS ARE FEROCIOUS 


IN BATTLE. 


So Vlclouc. Arc They That Even tte 


Laveost Animals Dare Pfot Meet 
Tlxem In Combat — A Man Whom 
Their Bites Made a Raving Maniac. 
"I was one of six American miners 


ivho were routed from their camp by a 
Venezuelan ant army," said a mining 
expert who lately arrived from Yene- 
euela. "We retreated before the in- 
vaders without making a fight, and for 
rwo good reasons. Ii> the first place 
we would have got the worst of the 
encounter, and, secondly, we knew 
;hat if we let tliem alone they would 
do us a good service.

White man could have saved the poor 
wretch, but the stupefied, barelegjed 
coolfes dared not, or thought not, of 
rescue, while the victim himself was 
too crazed Trith agony to seek other 
than instant relief.

"Finally a bystander regained his 


wits and rushed Into the midst of the 
army; and dragged the man after him 
and threw him Into the creek.

When he came to the hospital, he was 
bound hand and foot, a maniac, whose 
continuous notion was that he was be- 
ing eaten by ants."—New York?
